Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 2001 we considered the Town's internal control structure to 
determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the financial statements and 
not to provide assurance on the internal control structure. 


However, during our audit we became aware of the following conditions that should be corrected in 
order to strengthen internal controls and operating efficiency. This letter does not affect our report dated 
June 26, 2002 on the Town's financial statements. These remarks are being made in the hope that they will 
improve existing procedures and are not intended to criticize Town personnel. 


ie Condition 


Our testing of a sample of property cards indicated that new cards are not generated when 
property ownership or valuations are changed in the Avitar system. 


Recommendation 
As these physical cards represent the record on which the public relies for information 
about property ownership and valuation, we recommend that a new card be generated to 


replace the old one any time changes are made to a property file in the computer. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town for their assistance during the 
course of our audit.

accounting principles generally accepted in the United States. Also, in our opinion, the combining and 
individual fund financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of each of the individual funds of the Town of Dummer as of December 31, 2001, and the results of 
operations of such funds and the cash flows of nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT - 2002 


Without doubt, the biggest issue for us in 2002 has been the huge 
increase in taxes due to the way the State has calculated our 
equalized valuation for State Education Tax calculations. We 
discussed this in detail in our 2001 report and subsequently wrote a 
full explanation of the tax increase in a letter which we have made 
available to citizens who have inquired about the increase. That 
letter, with accompanying table, are printed at the end of this report. 
You should know that even at $27.07 per thousand, our tax rate 
was reduced by $4.37 by the use of $100,000 from our unreserved 
fund balance. 


Despite this introduction, we are pleased to report significant 
progress on several fronts, along with a few frustrations. 


Our capital road program completed most of the Plain Road in West 
Dummer. Donald spent much of the summer digging boulders out 
of Sand Hill and improving drainage before Pike Industries came to 
reclaim the old pavement, re-grade and pave. 


The large culvert over Bickford Brook, near the Stark town line was 
not paved over in anticipation of replacing that crossing this 
summer. That work is included in this year’s budget under Capital 
Reserve Fund (Roads). The rest of this summer’s anticipated work 
will focus on our gravel roads. With our current tax burden, your 
selectmen have chosen not to budget for pavement on the end of the 
Hawkins Road, as requested by those residents. In the short term, 
that road is scheduled to be re-graveled. 


The condition of the West Dummer bridge is a continuing issue. We 
continue to budget money for a capital reserve fund for bridge 
repairs, however we continue to question the cost/benefit ratio for 
that bridge with our small budget. For this reason, we have not 
placed this project on the warrant for this year. 
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We are currently part way through a revaluation of the Town. Many 
citizens have seen and will be seeing AVITAR personnel measuring 
properties and taking notes through this year, with anticipated 
completion this fall. Property owners are encouraged to allow the 
assessor on/in their properties to assure an accurate assessment. 
Without cooperation the assessor frequently must rely on estimates 
and may not always estimate in the favor of the taxpayer. Letters 
will be going out to folks who were not home upon a first visit, 
asking for additional information or for an appointment for a visit 
from the assessor. You will not see money budgeted for this 
revaluation, as it was appropriated in 2001 and is now encumbered 
by the two-year contract with AVITAR to do this work. 


By the time this report is in print we expect to have our new and 
updated tax maps on the computer. They have been digitized and 
are currently being proofread. This will provide a very flexible 
mapping and map printing function in the Town Hall. It also 
simplifies annual tax map updates, instead of relying on sketches 
until our maps are simply “too sketchy.” You will see a $500 item in 
the budget for this annual update. 


The Town won a new computer from AVITAR in a raffle at the NH 
Municipal Association annual meeting in November. Also, we have 
purchased the Quickbooks Pro accounting software to keep our 
accounts starting this year. For a while, until all of us in the office 
have learned how to use this new software, we will be maintaining 
parallel systems so that we have the old one to fall back on. Before 
the year is out we expect to enjoy some tremendous efficiencies from 
this improvement. 


Once again, rather than put the contract out to bid, our Board 
negotiated a new, single-year contract with Milan Container. There 
was no increase. Their service remains excellent and we felt it would 
serve us well to not risk an unknown contractor by going out to bid. 
Of course increases in tipping fees continue apace. As you will see 
from the AVVRRDD report, there is a considerable increase in our 
anticipated tipping fees in order to pay the cost of owning the Mount 
Carberry facility. 
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As always, we reviewed our salary and wage structure against those 
of like jobs in towns of similar size. This year we have increased the 
road agent hourly rate by 8.4% and the Treasurer and Trustee of 
Trust Funds stipends by $100 each. These changes are reflected in 
the budget. 


You will see a budget line for “sandpile compliance” this year. In 
March of 2003 all municipalities are required to be in compliance 
with US Environmental Protection Agency best management 
practices for storm water runoff. We have engaged the engineering 
firm of Sevee & Maher, from Portland, ME, to develop a plan of 
compliance by the March 10 deadline. Included in the plan will be a 
plastic cover and some Jersey barriers to manage the runoff from 
the sand pile. Ultimately, look for a more substantial cover, such as 
a salt/sand shed, in a future budget. 


Finally, this winter we have embarked upon a Community Profile 
project with the assistance of the UNH Cooperative Extension 
Service. This is an opportunity for citizens of the town to gather in 
an informal setting with professional facilitators to explore their 
desires for the future of the town. We believe that with tremendous 
changes in the regional economy and the traditional land ownership 
patterns our town is at a crossroad. The Community Profile will 
help us make decisions about how to forge our best future in this 
new environment. We hope that each and every citizen will join us 
this spring for an evening and a day of conviviality and sharing our 
hopes for Dummer. 


Last fall we were approached by a consultant who asked if we would 
be interested in a part-time contract to assist us with our municipal 
management...a circuit-riding Town Manager, as it were. We asked 
him for a proposal and he visited us for an afternoon, after which he 
responded with a complimentary letter stating that...”I couldn't 
justify my services or significantly improve management of the 
town’s affairs.” 


As always, we need interested citizens to volunteer for important 


posts in Town government. The Emergency Management Director 
post has been filled by Art Ruediger. The Planning Board, ZBA and 
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Conservation Commission are all looking for members. Please take 
some time to help your town operate as well as it can. Furthermore, 
when someone resigns from a position, please be sure to write the 
resignation to the Town Clerk so that we can maintain our records. 
Contact your Board of Selectmen. We meet Monday evenings from 
7:00 to 9:00. 


Board of Selectmen 
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December, 2002 
Dear Taxpayer: 


We are not surprised to have you ask about the steep increase in taxes this 
year. This letter will explain what occurred and we will share with you our 
thoughts for the future. 


In the 2001 Town Report we published last March, in the Selectmen's 
Report, we wrote the following: 


"In 2002 our tax challenge is even greater. In past Town 
Meetings, we have explained that if the Pontook Hydro 
Limited Partnership were paying taxes instead of a payment 
in lieu of taxes (PILT) we would be considered "property rich" 
and would become a "donor town" under the terms of the 
State Education Tax. As of this year, the State has 
determined that the Pontook income must be counted as tax 
revenue. The Department of Revenue Administration has 
calculated our equalized valuation at over $31 million, 
which has caused our State Education Tax to double 
($12.84/1,000) and our adequate education grant to shrink 
by $55,700 (38%)...a net impact of $144,776 more to be 
raised by taxes. In addition, the net school appropriation 
will be increasing by $66,424 and the County Tax is 
expected to increase by "at least" 12.5%, which would be 
about $20,000. All of this leads us to expect an increase of 
over $230,000 in appropriations over which we have no 
control. To make matters worse, we have been collecting 
record high yield taxes ($113,000 in 2001) due to ice storm 
damage. We expect that to come to an end for the next half 
century, possibly as early as this year. Finally, Pontook 
Hydro had a slow year due to the drought." 
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We have enclosed an actual comparison between 2001 and 
2002, which explains where the increases come from. As you 
will see, our town government appropriations were down by 
$61,189. On the other hand, our revenues were off by 
$130,084, the county appropriation was up by $30,793, schools 
were up by $43,819 and the net change in our adequate 
education grant and our state education tax was an increase of 
$141,114. This is very close to the $144,776 impact we 
predicted in March. This entire amount is explained by the 
shift in our equalization rate caused by imputing an assessed 
value to the Pontook Hydro Project based upon their payment in 
lieu of taxes. 


Unfortunately, we see no relief in the foreseeable future. The 
lion's share of this year's increase was caused by inclusion of the 
Pontook property in our tax base. This is a structural change in 
the way the state assesses the state education tax and will carry 
forward until the legislature makes a change in the state 
education tax laws. Indeed, it is fair to say that Dummer has 
enjoyed an unfair advantage in the state education tax 
computation until this year, which has been substantially 
responsible for our enviable rates in 1999-2001. 


One change of which you should be aware is that in 2003 we will 
be revalued. This will cause some changes in relative values and a 
new, lower tax rate, but we will still be raising a similar amount of 
money. 


We hope this explanation is clear. We too are distressed by the 
sharp increase, but we are not out of line with other towns 
throughout the State, and there is very little we can do to 
decrease the rate, since our town appropriations are only 31% of 
the combined appropriation.

2002 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2002 Budget apportionment for our member 
municipalities totaled $629040. A surplus of $207,382.50 from 
the 2001 budget was used to reduce apportionments with a net 
budget of $421,657.50 being billed to the member municipalities. 
Preliminary reconciliation of the 2002 budget shows a surplus of 
approximately $204,580 being available to credit toward 2003 
apportionments. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 2,264 tons of 
recyclables for the period January 1, 2002 through December 31, 
2001, representing $86.011.96 of marketing income to the 
District. In addition too the marketing revenue derived from the 
recyclables, there is also an avoided cost of disposal at the 
landfill. Our avoided cost for 2002 totals $151,915.40. (2,264 
tons x $67.10 per ton) 


Our Transfer Station received a total of 947.85 tons of municipal 
bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 357.10 
tons of wood were received from the 118 commercial accounts 
presently registered with the District. Recycling at the Transfer 
Station consisted of 1,012.33 tons of wood that was processed 
through a grinder, 530.31 tons of scrap metal and 208.87 tons of 
brush which was chipped with the District-owned chipper. In 
addition, 320 refrigerators/air conditioners, 3,911 tires a 7,100 
feet of flourescent bulbs were received. Transfer Station income 
from all sources totaled $68,454. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in 
April 2002: Raymond Chagnon of Berlin was re-elected District 
Chairman; Clara Grover of Errol was re-elected Vice Chairman 
and Earl Wadswroth of Dummer was re-elected Secretary- 
Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Yves Zornio of 
Gorham, David Tomlinson of Randolph, Linda Cushman of 
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Jefferson, A. M. Sue Trottier for the Coos County Unincorporated 
Towns, Jeremiah Lamson of Northumberland, George Bennett of 
Stark and Richard Lamontagne of Milan. 


In June 2002, the District conducted its eleventh annual 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day. The collection was 
held at the District Transfer Station with 462 households 
participating. The project was funded through the District 
Household Hazardous Waste Reserve Fund along with a grant 
from the State of New Hampshire which was reimbursed to the 
District at twent-five cents ($.25) per capita. The 2002 collection 
saw the second mercury fever thermometer exchange which was 
made possible thrugh the efforts of the Androscoggin Valley 
Hospital PREAG le (Reduction, Education, Awareness, 
Conservation, Teamwork) Committee. “REACT” applied for and 
received a five hundred dollar ($500) grant from Wal-Mart to cover 
the cost of purchasing digital thermometers. “REACT” committee 
members worked alongside AVRRDD representatives as they 
helped educate the public about mercury while distributing 113 
digital thermometers to residents who turned in their mercury 
fever thermometers. The next Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 7. 2003 at the District 
Transfer Station. 


In mid August, Fraser, NH sent the District a Request for 
proposal to purchase the Mt. Carberry Landfill. In order to help 
prepare the proposal, the District hired Dr. Raymond Danforth as 
an Environmental Consultant in addition to working with Cianbro 
Corp. Following notification of the acceptance of our proposal in 
mid-September, the District worked intensely in order to complete 
the transaction by December 31, 2002, (which was one of the 
conditions of the sale). In addition to working out a long term 
agreement for solid waste disposal with Fraser, the District 
negotiated a twenty (20) year contract with Cianbro Corp. for the 
operation of the landfill. A twenty (20) year contract with Cianbro 
Corp. was also a condition of the sale. 


The District financed the purchase price for the landfill, ten 
million dollars ($10,000,000) along with an additional four million 
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dollars ($4,000,000) for capital improvements, through the New 
Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank. 


On December 30, 2002 at 12 noon (106 days after receipt of the 
Request for Proposal) the District became the owner of the Mt. 
Carberry Landfill. Ownership of Mt. Carberry will guarantee long 
term solid waste disposal for the communities as well as for 
Fraser, NH.

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2001 LIBRARY REPORT 


2001 was a year of tremendous growth for the library. All of the 
statistics increased as shown in the table below. 


The hours the library is open was increased twice. We are now 
open every day of the week except Sundays and holidays. We still 
need volunteers but the people we have are very dedicated. The 
number of volunteer hours for 2001 totaled 519. 


Becky Glover left as Librarian in October and Doug Shaw has 
taken the position. Becky did an outstanding job during her 
tenure and we owe her many thanks. 


There have been over $5,000 in new books, both donations and 
purchases, since July. The library now has between four and five 
thousand books. Our juvenile section is, I think, a very good one 
for a library of our size. We also have a very large nonfiction and 
reference section and we have about three hundred more books 
to be added. We now have ceiling and shelf tabs to make it easier 
to find specific areas of interest. We are also moving the shelves 
from the old library to the basement of the new one. These 
shelves will hold some of the older books and magazines as well 
as some of the reference material. This will allow us to add all of 
the fiction and nonfiction we have not had room for. 


We have added a section of movies on VCR. These can be taken 
out for four days at a time. 


The month of March 2002 is amnesty month. If anyone has past 
due books they can be returned with no fine. After March, the fine 
is $.03 cents per day. Books have a 14 day lending time. 

The Friends of the Library enjoyed a busy and progressive year. 


In January new volunteers were trained and inventory was moved 
and set up with the help of Americorp volunteers.

Others 
were also honored for their volunteer work to benefit the library. 


The summer reading program was a success. Programs were 
offered for three weeks to children ages 2-6 by Marsha Googins 
and Karen Parker and 7-12 by Lynne Bacon. The theme followed 
was suggested by the New Hampshire State Library and was titled 
Octopi Your Mind. Stories and crafts were created in an aquatic 
flair and a float for the Milan Old Home Days won 24 place 
Attendance for the 2-6 group averaged 12 students each time. 


The Winter Reading Program “Story Hour” began on October 34 
and is offered the 1st and 3% Wednesdays of each month from 9- 
10 AM. The story hour is for children 2-5. Average attendance is 6 
children per program. The program is offered by Marsha Googins. 


A fund raiser was held in October to make decorative swags. 
Lynne Bacon coordinated this. 
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November 3'¢ welcomed the 1st Annual Harvest Day Celebration. 
Activities, stories, games, prizes and refreshments were offered to 
the children of Dummer and Milan. Attendance was excellent 
with 20+ children. 


November 17 a raffle was held to benefit the LIBRI Foundation

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission is struggling with membership and 
met sporadically through 2002. 


The Commission did contract with Haven Neal, Consulting 
Forester, to inventory the town tax lot on Cedar Brook and write a 
preliminary forest management plan. His work was directed by 
management goals suggested by the Conservation Commission, 
as follow: 


e Manage the timber for sustainable income for the Town 

e Develop opportunities for non-motorized recreation such as 
hiking and cross-country skiing 

e Explore opportunities to provide environmental and natural 
resource education for local schools and other organizations 

e Provide diverse and abundant wildlife habitat 

e Sustain the ecological health of the forest 


Mr. Neal identified an abundance of opportunities for timber 
management and suggested a recreational/educational trail 
system based upon old roads, openings and a well-preserved 
cellar hole on the lot. He provided a recommended schedule of 
activities for the next 8 years, including: 


e Develop recreational/interpretive trail system 
e Renew east, north and west boundary lines 

e Conduct a timber harvest 

e Pre-commercial thinning of a balsam fir sapling stand 


It was the intent of the Conservation Commission to offer a 
warrant article seeking to designate this lot as a Town Forest, a 
legal designation under New Hampshire law, at this year’s town 
meeting. However, the lean membership combined with the 
research required for a sound proposal, suggest that this work be 
carried out in 2003. 
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In other activities, the Commission responded to Dredge & Fill 
applications to the NH DES Wetlands Board as enabled under 
New Hampshire wetlands laws. In one case the Commission 
rendered a negative recommendation which resulted in revisions 
required by the Wetlands Board but not a denial of the 
application. 


We believe that the potential Town Forest is an _ exciting 
opportunity for the town. In order to take full advantage, we need 
more and active members on the Conservation Commission. 
Please step forward to participate.

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MILAN & DUMMER AMBULANCE REPORT 


This year we thank United Way, Wal-Mart, and PSNH for their 
generous grant that allowed us to purchase necessary equipment 
to keep the Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service supplied with 
new and necessary equipment to remain an ALS (Advanced Life 
Service) ambulance. These grants helped to allow us to have a 
safer and better supplied ambulance to serve our communities. 
These grants also held the appropriations at the same level and 
not needing an increase in funds for Milan and Dummer towns. 


There are 14 members on the Milan & Dummer Ambulance 
Service. Some of our past members have moved or they are not 
renewing their licenses due to job changes that do not allow them 
to continue to volunteer. We are in need for more volunteers and 
hope to have a Basic EMT course this spring to attract needed 
new members to help serve out community and provide better 
and more available care. 


The Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service responded to 49 calls 
out of a total of 78 calls. On six of the calls one member 
responded but another service was called as two EMTs are 
required to staff an ambulance. Most of the missed calls were 
during the daytime when our attendants were at their regular 
jobs. 


This year we will continue to replace old equipment such as old 
wooden backboards, the old stretcher, etc. 


For the great support given to the Milan & Dummer Ambulance 
Service I would lie to hank the people of Milan and Dummer, our 
bookkeeper Christin Bernier, our dedicated attendants, and 
everyone else not mentioned that helped volunteer with their time 
and effort.

It has been another busy year at North Country Council. We 
continued to complete a number of local and regional projects for 
all of our 51 communities throughout the region. Summaries of 
some of the major projects are as follow: 


Transportation 


Completed with the NHDOT and member communities the 
regional bike path map. 

Completed the Route 2 Corridor Study and continue to 
participate in the Route 2 working group. 

Provided technical transportation assistance to the majority of 
the communities in our region.

Conducted 138 traffic counts in 38 communities.

Provided technical assistance to over 38 communities in the 
area of solid waste and hazardous waste management.

Community contact is the field services arm of Tri-County CAP. 
Our purpose is to assist low-income, elderly and handicapped 
persons to solve problems and meet their physical and financial 
needs. We accomplish this by providing information, counseling, 
referrals, budget counseling, guidance, organizational assistance, 
and by effectively linking households with CAP assistance 
programs and using community resources. 


Last year, the following direct financial assistance was provided to 
the residents of Dummer by the CAP Community Contact Office.

I'd like to share with you some of the reasons why it is important 
for all 234 towns and cities in New Hampshire to renew their 
membership in NHMA for the coming year.

In 2002, 
after a study by a membership-based committee, members 
amended the dues formula to change the weight of Population 
and Valuation from 50-50 to 60-40 and added, for 2003, 
minimum and maximum dues levels that will be annually 
adjusted.

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STATE AID ALLOCATION FOR EDUCATION 


As you know, the Supreme Court’s Claremont IJ ruling changed the way the State funds 
education. The new ruling is found in RSA 198:40-46 addressing the adequacy aid 
formula, which was in effect for the 1999-2000 school year. In 2002, SB 140 amended 
how the poverty allocation is computed. 


The first step is to define the cost for an adequate education. This topic alone continues 
to be a debated issue! Simply put ... the base cost ($3556) is computed every other year 
by analyzing the expenditures of a select pool of school districts based on the NEAP test 
scores .The amount is than reduced by 9.75% for those districts that go beyond the basics.

A Message from the Superintendent's Offices: 


The School Administrative Unit #20 administration and staff have once again experienced 
another very busy and challenging year. In serving the six school districts of Errol, Dummer, 
Milan, Gorham, Randolph and Shelburne, we have tried to reach out to everyone concerned 
to determine the best direction for education and the children. We have continued to learn 
about those whom we serve. Despite the challenging economic conditions, the citizenry does 
work very hard to support their schools. This spirit of commitment to education was clearly 
shown last year during the closing of the paper mills. We have seen a renewed commitment 
to improving the school facilities in Milan, Errol and Gorham through new construction, 
building maintenance, and project proposals. We truly believe that the communities we serve 
understand the educational needs and are making progress as we move into the future. 


Another big step toward the future for the school districts of SAU #20 has been the inclusion 
of the curriculum coordinator position into the 2003-2004 operating budget. This position will 
be extremely important as we deal with the implications of “No Child Left Behind.” Not that 
the school districts could not have made use of a curriculum coordinator previously, but some 
of the burden of curriculum and staff development, testing, reporting, and grant writing, needs 
to be taken off the building and central office administrators at this time. The overall impact 
of this new position should be to continue the improvement of curriculum and instruction, as 
well as to provide further opportunity for community involvement in the education of the 
children. 


Meeting the needs oF all types of learners challenges each and every one of us, as the 
student population in our school continues to grow and diversify. IDEA, ADA, Section 504 
and, most recently, “No Child Left Behind” legislation provide a framework for the 
development of sound educational programs, preparing students to become productive 
members of our society. IDEA ’97 emphasizes the importance of including all students in the 
general curriculum with same age peers to the greatest extent possible. Toward this end, we 
are beginning to systematically bring more professional development opportunities into our 
schools and classrooms, specialized educaiicii that is relevant and meaningful, tailored to 
meet our diverse learners’ needs. Using grant resources, we offer staff practical and student- 
centered training options within the schools. This has been a year of collaboration wiih 
numerous agenciés, inciuding Northern NH Vocational Rehabilitation, Androscoggin Valley 
Mental Health & Developmental Services, Family Strength, Care NH, the Division of Children, 
Youth and Families (DCYF), toward meeting the educational needs of our students. The 
collaborations with these agencies have positively enhanced outcomes for many of our 
special needs students. This multi-agency approach has many benefits, strengthening the 
educational safety-nets for our students, averting a duplication of student of services, and 
promoting the cost effectiveness in our special education programs. 


In terms of the financial outlook for education, how the State plans to fund education still 
remains to be seen. Governor Benson has stated that his plans are to cap educational 
funding at the fiscal year 2003 level - $896,869,535, yet the State has released its figures 
showing an increase of 6.5 percent for fiscal year 2004 - $955,532,817. The legislature will 
certainly have a busy work session before them with 44 education bills alone on its roster. 
Still there are some questions that remain. How will the figures released in November by the 
Department of Education hold out? Will there be a change to the projected Adequate 
Education Grant figures? Will the projected education tax impact change? You would need 
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a crystal ball in order to correctly answer these questions. The only thing certain is that our 
budgets, across the board, were put together to afford your children the best possible 
education as efficiently and financially feasibly as possible. 


Overall the budgets will be seeing relatively small increases from last year, even 

though costs beyond our contro! have increased from 28% - 30% in some cases due to the 
rising costs of benefits and contracts. We are aggressively working on improving our 
infrastructures that are in serious need of repair and renovation. We are not alone; schccis 
throughout the nation are in need of upgrade. The State of N.H., through U.S. Department of 
Education, has received nearly $5.43 million in federal grant funds to support school 
renovation projects of which the town of Gorham received $240,000 and the town of Milan 
$190,000. The commitment to education is seen nationally, as well as locally, which is a 
credit to the residents of the communities we serve. 


Although much as been accomplished, much still needs to be done. All of us in SAU #20 are 
committed to making our schools places where excellence is the norm. With your support, 
we can achieve the best. 

We anticipate many positive results in the 2003-2004 school year.

Principal’s Report 2002-2003 


The 2002-2003 school year has seen extensive changes at the Milan Village School both in its physical 
plant and in curriculum. The extraordinary efforts of the building committee and support of the community 
have resulted in a 15,000 square foot addition to the school which will add new classroom space, an improved 
library facility, new cafeteria and kitchen facilities, and extensive renovation to the existing building to meet 
current requirements for educational facilities. All of these changes to the building will assist staff in delivering 
educational programs. 

The early literacy program developed in grades K-2 last year is experiencing the success we anticipated 
and additional training at the 3-4 grade levels was made available to staff to continue this initiative through 
grade four. As a complement to our continued efforts to improve literacy at the early grade levels, the Title I 
program has worked cooperatively with the third and fourth grade programs to reinforce the skills being 
developed. The Class Size Reduction Grant has allowed us to lend additional support at grade 1-3 in the areas 
of reading and writing. 

Student performance on the New Hampshire Assessments provides us with some of the information 
used in reviewing our curriculum and instructional approaches. Through item analysis and evaluating student 
performance over time, we can assess the success of the changes we have implemented.

This important addition will allows us to move forward in achieving the goals of 
a formal computer curriculum K-6 and the expanded use of the Internet for instruction and professional 
development as outlined in the Milan Village School Technology Plan. 

Community involvement is a cornerstone of our educational philosophy and is reflected throughout the 
school through parent and community volunteers in the classroom and extra curnicular activities that are 
supported with volunteer efforts. The PTO, Volunteers, RSVP, The Milan Recreation Department, and area 
businesses assist in expanding the learning opportunities for our students. Skiing programs, after school clubs, 
sports, and field trips enjoy their success because of extraordinary volunteer hours. The Milan Village School 
Open House program, school concerts, Science Fair and Medieval Renaissance Fair programs receive 
tremendous community support. 

The Milan Village School was awarded its twenty-first “Blue Ribbon Achievement Award” for 
volunteerism. Coordinators Debbie Goupil and Karen Wheeler continue to maintain a program of excellence 
that is recognized statewide. 
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Our goals for the future, the improvement of academic performance and building a sense of mutual 
respect and cooperation, have remained unchanged. The staff continues to work toward improving a 
curriculum that will not only develop the skills required in each subject area but also foster an excitement for 
learning in each child. 

On behalf of the staff and students at the Milan Village School, I would like to express our appreciation 
to the Milan and Dummer School Boards, the Office of the Superintendent of Schools, and the communities of 
Dummer and Milan for their support throughout this school year.
